The inventions set forth in claims 1-11 involve an 
inventive step in relation to the documents cited in the 
international search report. The documents cited in the 
international search report do not disclose a "navigation 
device, server device and a navigation system, which have 
a configuration wherein a current location, a destination 
location and the geographic information for a region that 
is stored in the geographic information storage unit are 
transmitted from the navigation device to the server 
device, the server device transmits potential routing 
points based upon these items of information and the 
navigation device navigates the route to the 
aforementioned potential routing points in order." 
Meanwhile, as a result of this feature, the inventions set 
forth in this application exhibit an advantageous effect 
wherein "it is possible to navigate a route without 
increasing the storage capacity of the geographic 
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information storage unit in the navigation device, and, 
because only necessary geographic information, routing 
point inf ormation and the like is transmitted and 
received, it possible to moderate communication costs." 

Claim 12 does not involve an inventive step in the 
light of documents 1 and 2 cited in the international 
search report . 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
conceive of configuring a navigation system, which 
navigates a route using geographic information that is 
received from a server device, so that it displays the 
types of roads (geographic information content) of a map 
to be downloaded as disclosed in document 2 (fig- 13) . 

The invention set forth in claims 13-15 involves an 
inventive step in relation to the documents cited in the 
international search report. The documents cited in the 
international search report do not disclose a "navigation 
device that receives geographic information from a server 
device, which has a function wherein a combination of the 
content and the scale are displayed along with the 
projected communication cost, the projected amount of 
information to be received or the projected period of time 
required for reception in order to make *pre' selection 
possible." Meanwhile, as a result of this feature, the 
inventions set forth in this application exhibit an 
advantageous effect wherein "it is possible for a user to 
know the communication cost, the amount of information to 
be received or the period of time required for reception 
in advance, thereby making it possible for a user to use 
the navigation device without anxiety." 
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
